LBJ's Viet 
Gains, 
Shows 
Policy 
Survey 


STANFORD, Calif. iU Pl»-A 
nationwide poll conducted dur­ 
ing the past month shows sub­ 
stantial support for a more flex­ 
ible U.S. policy toward the Viet 
Cong and general agreement 
with the Johnson administra­ 
tion's handling of the war in 
Viet Nam. 
The poll, released yesterday, 
was conducted jointly by seven 
social scientists a Stanford Uni­ 
versity and the National Opin­ 
ion Research Center of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago. 
The survey, which involved 
questioning of 1.474 persons in 
75 sampling points throughout 
the United States, disclosed that 
61 per cent favored Johnson’s 
policies. Twenty-nine per cent 
were opposed and 10 per cent 
had no opinion. 
The poll takers said that their 
detailed questions revealed, un­ 
like other national opinion polls, 
“that the majority of Americans 
have reservations about continu­ 
ing the war when faced with its

NOT ALONE 
“ No, the United States does 
not stand alone assisting the 
Republic of Viet Nam to repel 
an aggression.” Rusk said Mon­ 
day night at a Founders' Day 
banquet of the Boston Universi­ 
ty School of Public Communica­ 
tions. 
“The facts about the cause 
and nature of the struggle there, 
and the vital stakes involved, 
are 
increasingly 
realized 
throughout the free world.” 
Rusk said that nearly all non- 
Communist 
governments 
and 
some Communist regimes un­ 
derstand that the United States 
“has made persistent and ex­ 
traordinary efforts to obtain a 
peaceful settlement in Viet Nam 
— that it is Hanoi and Peking 
which have barred the road to 
peace.” 
MORE HELP DUE 
The State Department head 
said he knew from his own con­ 
tacts “ that a great majority of 
non - Communist governments 
understand and support what 
we are doing, 
even 
though 
some, for various reasons, have 
not yet said so publicly.” Rusk 
predicted that “you will see 
more and more governments of 
the free world offering increas­ 
ing, tangible assistance to South 
Viet Nam.”

State's Tipplers 


Have Busy Year 


SACRAMENTO »AP) - Cali­ 
fornians continued to drink at 
the rate of two gallons of hard 
liquor, two more of wine and 
15 gallons ul beer per person 
last year, the State Board of 
Equalization reported today.

Senate Gets 
$6 Billion 
Tax Package 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Tlie 
House passed President John­ 
son’s $6-billion tax package to­ 
day. 
The bill went to the Senate, 
scheduled to complete legislative 
work today and meet the March 
15 deadline Johnson set weeks 
ago for a bill designed to raise 
funds for Viet Nam fighting and 
drain off some inflationary pres­ 
sure. 
Today s action was on a com­ 
promise version, with most of 
the Senate's changes in a House- 
passed bill trimmed away. The 
Final version conforms closely 
to the original administration 
proposals for speeding up some 
tax collections ami temporarily 
reimposing higher excise taxes 
on automobiles and telephone 
service. 


REVISED SYSTEM 
In addition to the purely reve­ 
nue-raising measures, legisla­ 
tion includes a substantially re­ 
vised system of withholding in­ 
come tax from wage and salary 
earners and provides Social Se­ 
curity pensions for some 306,600 
persons 72 or older who had not 
been covered. 
The main revenue provisions 
are two-year boosts of the auto­ 
mobile excise tax by one per­ 
centage point and the telephone 
tax by seven and a speedup of 
corporate tax collections, with­ 
out raising tlie rates. 


AVERAGE FAMILIES 
The new withholding system 
for the first time takes into ac­ 
count the fact that higher in­ 
comes 
are 
taxed 
in 
higher 
brackets. 
Officials 
estimated 
that in general it would mean 
lower withholding for average 
families with earnings up to 
about $7,000, higher withholding 
for those receiving more. The 
object is to match more closely 
withholding with the actual tax 
owed 
The new Social Securtiy pen­ 
sions. $35 a month for a single 
person, $52 50 for a married 
couple, are available to persons 
72 and older not now covered by 
Social Security, provided they 
are not receiving an equivalent 
pension from any other federal,

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BROWN EXPLAINS 
SERVICE CONCEPT 


Governor Tells O f California Efforts 


To Service Citizens Under 'Single Roof' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown said today 
California has launched a pilot 
program to make “the full range 
of state services’* available to 
the state’s citizens “under a 
single roof.” 
Brown outlined what he called 
“ the service center concept” in 
a speech prepared for delivery 
at the National Press Club here. 
He said it was “ the beginning 
of something very exciting for 
government and — more impor­ 
tantly—for the people it serves.” 
The idea stems from “ the 
tragedy of Watts,” Brown said, 
“out of a need to do more to 
ease tensions around the state 
which that rioting revealed.” 
Centers have been established 
in 12 tension areas of California 
to coordinate the Antipoverty 
Program. Each will be staffed 
by personnel from a number of 
state departments. 
“ We are shifting the empha­ 
sis of government action from 
rigidly separate departmental 
programs,” the governor said. 
“When this plan first came 
up,” 
Brown continued, 
“one 
member of my cabinet said it 
was an effort to destroy the 
bureaucracy. I couldn’t tell then 
whether that meant he liked the 
idea or opposed it. Now that he’s 
had a chance to work on the 
idea he is enthusiastic.” 
Brown said “we may even 
reach the point where status in 
government depends more on 
success in providing service than 
on the number of phones or the 
size of a carpet in an office.” 
“This approach can and should 


be carried into other fields of 
government,” he said. “There is 
no reason, for example, why a 
businessman should have to suf­ 
fer through a series of separate 
audits by different taxing agen­ 
cies. One audit that could be 
shared by all agencies ought to 
be enough.” 
Brown added: 
“No matter what the range of 
services, the principle will re­ 
main the same. The important 
thing—revolutionary as it may 
sound—is what is good for the 
individual and his family; not 
what is convenient, easy or cus­ 
tomary for government.” 
Brown defended state govern­ 
ment against critics who call it 
“lazy, greedy, inefficient and 
moribund.” 
“One charge,” he said, “is 
that the states are afraid to 
stand up to large economic in­ 
terests and impose regulations 
that offer genuine protection for 
the public. The record says that 
is false.” 
He noted new strip mining 
regulations in Kentucky, water 
pollution efforts in New York and 
California’s “challenge of the 
telephone tariff structure.” 
“Another charge against the 
states is that they lean too 
heavily on federal grants and 
subsidies,” he said. Citing Wis­ 
consin's program and Califor­ 
nia’s water development, Brown 
added: 
“And—although it isn’t gener­ 
ally known — we even made a 
small loan to one federal depart­ 
ment so it could start planning 
a water project of Its own in our 
state.”

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Rioting Over Sikhs Continues 
NEW DELHI, India (AP)—Violence continued to­ 
day in Punjab State over the Indian government’s 
plans to partition the area to give the Sikhs their own 
state. 
The army was called out to help police control 
mobs at Ludhiana. 
No new riots were reported in Old Delhi, the 
old section of the Indian capital. Home Minister G. L. 
Nanda told Parliament more than 100 persons were 
injured in riots there yesterday. 
Meanwhile, Chief Minister P. C. Sen of West 
Bengal State announced in Calcutta that 37 persons 
were killed by police bullets in the week-long food 
riots in Calcutta. Two policemen were beaten to death, 
he said, and 82 demonstrators and 232 policemen were 
wounded, he said.

About 40 persons were 
injured and more than 200 arrested in Old Delhi.

New Cabinet Job 
Passage Awaited 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Johnson administration expects 
only minor opposition to its plan 
for a Cabinet-level Department 
of Transportation. 
The department, as proposed 
by the President, would coordi­ 
nate existing transportation pro­ 
grams, improve safety, promote 
research and develop a coor­ 
dinated national transportation 
policy.

Bribery Trial Witness 
Explains Own Expenses 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P)-The 
prosecution in Assessor Russell 
Wolden’s bribery trial

his daughter. 
The witness is Max Newstat, 
a longtime aide to Wolden, the 
defendant, who is charged with 
accepting money to reduce as­ 
sessed valuations of property 
and thereby city taxes. 
After Newstat had testified 
about reducing valuations at 
Wolden’s direction and accepting 
money from large firms, the 
defense had asked how the wit­ 
ness, himself, could afford trips 
overseas and expensive educa­ 
tional bills. James M. Maclnnis, 
defense attorney, had estimated 
Newstat’s take home pay at $750 
monthly. 
Francisco Mayer, assistant 
district attorney, put a bank 
official on the stand to testify 
that Mrs. Newstat had inherited 
$8,000 and her sister $10,000 be­ 
tween 1958 to 1961. 


Edward P. Casey, Hibernia 
Bank official, said money had 
been withdrawn from both wom- 


en’s accounts to pay for such 
things as the trips and the 
daughter’s education. 
Newstat testified that hit wife 
handled the family*! travel ar­ 
rangements. 
The assessor’s aide also said 
that Wolden’s office got his fam­ 
ily group a reservation at the 
Royal Hawaiian Hotel in 1962 
during a trip to Hawaii. The 
office, he said, obtained a “sub­ 
stantial reduction” in chargés.

Geologist Gets 
Research Post 
At Tiburón 


The U.S. Department of the 
Interior announced yesterday the 
appointment of a new director 
of the department's pioneer pro­ 
gram in undersea mining re­ 
search at the Tiburón minerals 
technology center. 
Arthur P. Nelson, a mining 
engineer and geologist in the 
department's Bureau of Mines, 
was appointed by Walter R. 
Hibbard J , director of the 
bureau. 
Nelson replaces Eugene R. 
Palowitch, who has been acting 
chief of the program since trans­ 
fer of John Crawford, director 
at its inception in 1963. 
Crawford was r eca ll ed to 
Washington last December and 
relieved of the Tiburón position. 
Subsequently he was named 
assistant to the director of the 
Bureau of Mines. He made his

The commission has recom­ 
mended that a special zone be 


created for the downtown busi-

area, 
comparable 
to 
planned development zoning and 
requiring a use permit before 
any new building is permitted. 
According to the commission, 
the creek which flows through 
downtown should be treated as 
an “ esthetic asset and should be 
developed as an attractive front 
door to the downtown area.” 
The commission has recom­ 
mended that the site of the new 
street be established as soon as 
possible and that a plan for ac­ 
quisition of property for it be 
adopted as the first step in ex­ 
ecuting the town center plan.

Gasoline Tax iFuss Over Fairfax House Brings 
Hfke Beiore 
Reason For OfficiaTs Résignation 
State Senate 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - A 
temporary 1-cent gas tax boost 
to raise $120 million a year to 
complete ‘‘high priority” free­ 
way and highway projects was 
before the state Senate today. 
‘‘At the present tim e,” said 
the bill’s author, Sen. Paul J. 
Lunardi, 
D-Roseville,

just isn’t enough money to go 
around.” 
High on Lunardi’s list is full­ 
freeway status for U.S. 50 be­ 
tween Sacramento and Lake 
Tahoe’s south 
shore, usually 
jam m ed on weekends by fun- 
seekers and called by some 
highway 
commissioners 
the 
“ No. 1 highway problem In the 
state.” 
Lunardi’s 
b i l l , 
introduced 
yesterday, would raise the state 
tax from seven to eight cents 
a gallon for two years. Prece­ 
dence for a tem porary gas tax 
hike came last year when the 
legislature imposed a six-month 
hike to repair flood-damaged 
roads. 


Because they halted construe-* 
tion of a house two weeks ago, 
the Fairfax City Council faces 
a potential lawsuit and an irate 
former building inspector. 
Councilmen decided Feb. 28 
that the perm it was illegal and 
issued an order to halt con­ 
struction of a house on a 25-foot 
wide lot at 46 Taylor Drive. 
T h ey c l a i m e d construction 
would be in violation of the 
city’s zoning ordinance and that 
form er Building Inspector Rolfe 
M. Ockenden erred in issuing 
the permit. 
Attorney S. J. Hugh Allen of 
San Rafael, representing Laster 
and Co., San Rafael firm con­ 
structing the building, asked the 
council last night to reconsider 
its decision. 
Allen pointed out that Laster 
and Co. had been issued a per­ 
m it and that construction was 
well under way when it was 
halted. 
“ We want to avoid litigation 
! by all m eans,” said Allen. But 


councilmen, a p p a r e n t l y con­ 
cerned about the possibility of a 
suit, met in closed session with 
City Atty. Wallace S. Myers to 
discuss legal aspects of the m at­ 
ter after their regular session. 
Laster and Co. also owns an 
adjacent substandard lot at 44 
Taylor Drive, which contains an 
older dwelling. The council con­ 
tends that when there is single 
ownership of two contiguous sub­ 
standard lots, there can be only 
one house on a 5,000 square foot 
lot. 


Ockenden defended his action 
in a letter to the council, which 
was not read at the meeting, 
but was released to the press. 
City Mgr. David Sumbardo said 
Ockenden’s letter did not ar­ 
rive in time to be placed on the 
council’s agenda. 
“ I wish to state that I was 
not in error but acted for what 
I considered the best interests 
of the city of Fairfax under con­ 
ditions existing.” O c k e n d e n 
wTote. 


Ockenden, who resigned last 
October, wrote: “ I also find it 
now necessary to state the rea­ 
son for my resignation from the 
position of building inspector. I 
resigned because of lack of sup­ 
port by the officials in the prose­ 
cution of violators of the laws I 
was assigned to enforce.” 


Ockenden asked that his letter 
be included in the minutes of 
the council “ by the same logic 
as a lengthy document criticiz­ 
ing me was accepted.” 


He referred to a statement by 
Councilman Robert R. Souza 
charging him with “conflict of 
interest” which was included in 
the council’s minutes last No­ 
vember.

DemoCampaigners 
Criticize Clausen 


By WAT TAKESHUA 
• Three Democratic aspirants 
(or Congress took turns last 
night criticizing the incumbent 
Republican congressman and 
explaining their stands on Viet 
Nam. 
Thomas T. Storer of Point 
Reyes Station also took a few 
pot shots at State Sen. Frank 
S. Petersen of Ukiah, serving 
notice he is going to “slug it 
out” in the primary election. 
Storer, Petersen and Phillip 
Drath of San Rafael, t he 
“peace candidate,” spoke to 
about 40 persons at a meeting 
of the Marin Council of Demo­ 
cratic Clubs at the Civic Cen­ 
ter. Thomas A. Skomia, chair­ 
man of the Marin council, pre­ 
sided. 
‘SOULS TO DEVIL* 
Drath, the San Rafael con­ 
tractor who last year helped re­ 
build burned-out churches hi 
Mississippi, asserted that peace 
is the over-riding issue today. 
“We have sold our souls to 
the devil,” he declared. “What 
we are doing in Viet Nam is too 
awful to think about.** 
Displaying a newspaper pic 
ture of a Saigon war profiteer 
who was executed by Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky’s firing squad, 
Drath declared: 
“I helped kill that man be­ 
cause I voted for Mr. Johnson.*' 
He explained that President 
Johnson had told General Ky to 
stop black market operations 
in South Viet Nam, and Ky was 
carrying out that order. 
“All that's wrong with Presi­ 
dent Johnson and General Ky Is 
that they don't love their fellow 
men. They think there's some­ 
thing more important. 
“If elected, I wouldn't spend 
one damn cent for this misera­ 
ble war,” said Drath. He called 
for a cease-fire, and participa 
tion of all parties in setting up 
an interim government. He said 
the U.S. should withdraw troops 
but protect General Ky and his 
followers from retaliation by the 
Viet Cong. 
Senator Petersen concentrated 
his attack against incumbent 
Congressman Don H. Clausen. 
He said he is puzzled by Clau­ 
sen, who voted against Medi 
care and then posed in a news 
picture showing him with his 
parents signing up for the Medi 
csrt program. 
CLAUSEN HIT 
Petersen said Clausen voted 
against aid to education. “In 
Marin this one bill means over 
$400,000 in aid to education, and 
in Sonoma County over $800,- 
000,” he declared. 
Petersen noted that D an 
Smoot, “darling of the right 
wing” gtve a rating of 100 per 
cent to only two California con­ 
gressmen. “One of them hap­ 
pens to be the incumbent con­ 
gressman from the First Dis­ 
trict.** 
Petersen said his 12 years 
in public office, as district at­ 
torney of Mendocino County 
and state senator from Mendo­ 
cino and Lake counties, qualifies 
him for the congressional post. 
Storer also stressed the in­ 
cumbent’s “no” votes on Medi­ 
care and education legislation. 
During flood damages in the 
district, Storer said, the incum­ 
bent “flies out in his airplane 
but does nothing to prevent the 


floods.” 
Storer said the proposed 53,- 
000-acre National R e d w o o d 
Park is a “practical park” that 
obtainable. “If we wait 
around too long, we may get 
nothing.” He warned that there 
a not enough federal funds for 
a 90,000-acre redwood park, and 
funds for Point Reyes National 
Seashore may be jeopardized. 
Storer criticized Petersen for 
not taking a stand on the Mar in­ 
cello development in South Ma­ 
rin. He also referred to several 


news articles from different 
newspapers and accused the 
senator from Ukiah of incon­ 
sistencies in statements. Storer 
said some papers quote Peter­ 
sen as saying Viet Nam is the 
most important issue, and other 
papers don’t even mention Viet 
Nam. 
Petersen said reporters from 
the Independent-Joumal and the 
Santa Rosa Press-Democrat had 
cornered him in Sacramento 
and asked him directly about 
Viet Nam; thus the coverage,of 
Petersen’s views on Viet Nam 
in those papers. 


Storer said he would work for 
a cease-fire and negotiated 
peace in Viet Nam, with pos­ 
sibly a U.N. peace force to see 
that the provisions of a cease­ 
fire are carried out. 


McCabe Says Congress 


Race Too Costly To Try 


Sonoma State College admin­ 
istrator George E. McCabe, who 
ran unsuccessfully against Rep. 
Don H. Clausen in 1964, bowed 
out of the congressional race last 
night and threw his support be­ 
hind Sen. Frank S. Petersen, D-

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Fairfax Tennis Courts 
* 
Win Council Priority 


The Fairfax City Council last 
night unanimously endorsed con­ 
struction of two tennis courts 
adjacent to the Fairfax Little 
League baseball field as the 
city’s next m a j o r recreation 
project. 
Councilmen adopted the parks 
a n d 
recreation commission’s 
recommendation that the courts 
be constructed, and then urged 
that the project be given top 
priority in the fiscal 1967 park 
and recreation budget. 
Frank J. Egger Jr., commis­ 
sion chairman, estimated that 
the project would cost $17,300 
including paving for a parking 
area and landscaping. 
The proposed courts would be 
“off Elsie Lane behind the ball- 
field,” on city-owned property 
that is now used for parking, 
Egger said. 


The council also agreed to 
pay $12.000 for sidewalks for the 
Center Boulevard widening proj­ 
ect between Corte M a d e r a 
Creek and Pacheco Avenue. 


The council had hoped that 
property owners along the boule­ 
vard w ou 1 d donate sidewalk 
right-of-way. but learned in Jan­ 
uary that seven property owners, 
representing 71 per cent of the 
property along the right-of-way, 
were opposed to dedicating a 
six-foot strip for a sidewalk. 


The cost of the widening itself 
is scheduled to be financed from 
state gasoline tax funds. 
City Administrator David J. 
Sumbardo said he felt that $12,- 
000 was a “lot of money for a

Pay Raise Of 12 Pet. 
Is Asked In Kentfield 


A salary’ committee represent­ 
ing teachers in the Kentfield 
School District last night recom­ 
mended to district trustees that 
teachers be given an overall 12 
per cent pay increase next year. 


David Dann. chairman of the 
committee, asked that the salary 
range be increased to S6.160-S11,- 
704 from $5.500410,450. Trustees 
made no comment on the recom­ 
mendation, other than to set dis­ 
cussion for the first meeting in 
April. 
District classified employees 
also presented their salary rec­ 
ommendations. asking an over­ 
all 5 per cent increase, with the 
exception of school secretaries 
and the district office secretary, 
who, they said, should get a 7 
per cent raise. 
Supt. 
Howard

Harmon 
warned that if trustees voted for 
the 12 per cent teacher salary 
hike, the district could not live 
within its expected income over 
the next two years.

Unruh Pessimistic Over Chances

Judge Orders U.S. Lavaroni Quits 
To Put Up Cash 
On Seashore Land 
No Funds In Treasury Now; 


Suit Had Sought Timber Only 


Tiburón Councilmen Rip Ápology 


The federal government, al­ 
though it technically has no 
money to pay for more land at 
the Point Reyes National Sea­ 
shore, was ordered to pay $1,- 
350,000 yesterday for 1,120 acres 
of timberland. 
The money will come from the 
U.S. 
Treasury 
as 
a 
claim 
against the government, thanks 
to a ruling by Judge Oliver J. 
Carter of U.S. District Court in 
San Francisco. 
The land, part of the 7.000- 
acre Tevis Ranch about 
10 
miles north of Bolinas, is known 
as Bolema Palisades and is on 
Drake’s 
Beach. 
The 
federal 
government condemned the tim­ 
ber-cutting rights in 1963, and 
posted $32,000 with the court as 
the value of those rights. 
But Carter ruled that in tak­ 
ing the timber rights, the gov­ 
ernment had, in fact, taken vir­ 
tually all use of the land. 
The timber contract was held 
by the A. W. Sweet Co. of Ore­ 
gon. Tevis Livestock Co. holds 
a deed of trust on the land and 
PWT Sawmills holds timber cut­ 
ting rights. A sportsmen's club.

suits 
were filed against three other 
parcels in 1963, according to 
Thomas Kornelis, chief of lands 
and water rights for the San 
Francisco office of the National 
Park Service. Two of these have 
since been purchased, but court 
action is still pending on one 
409-acre parcel, which will also 
now probably have to be bought. 
Although the Seashore area 
designated by Congress includes 
53,000 acres, only about 17,000 
have been purchased, and the 
$14 million appropriation has 
been used up. About 26,000 acres 
were designated a pastoral zone, 
where purchase was not requir­ 
ed as long as there was no de­ 
velopment for other uses. 
The government has acquired 
some land by trading federal 
land held elsewhere in the coun­ 
try. Such a land swap last year 
had been pending with Sweet, 
involving timber in Oregon, but 
an objection by Oregon Gov.

Second Thoughts Voiced

The Tiburon City Council last 
night instructed City Atty. Rob­ 
ert L. Conn to draft an ordi­ 
nance restricting the distribu­ 
tion of handbills; then, in effect, 
told him not to put teeth in it. 
Sheriff’s Sgt. G e o r g e R. 
Barnes, who acts also as Tib- 
uron’s chief of police, had asked 
for such an ordinance to help 
control littering.

Immediate Consideration 
Of Constitution Needed 
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.r • * ^ • . 
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Recommendations for revision of 
the bulky California Constitution will 
get immediate attention from legisla­ 
tors during the current special session 
in Sacramento. 
We commend the Governor for plac­ 
ing the Constitutional revision issue 
before the Legislature, despite strong 
objections from some senators, who 
contended that the subject is too com­ 
plex to take up in an election year. 
This objection from the senators 
would have been even more valid next 
year during the regular session, when 
thousands of bills will be clogging the 
agenda. 
The current special session, unclut­ 
tered by the mass of legislation t h a t 
goes into the hopper during the regular 
session, would be the appropriate time 
to consider constitutional revision. 
The work of the Constitution Revi­ 
sion Commission, comprised of 48 out­ 
standing citizens of the state, should 
not be shelved. As John A. Busterud of 
San Rafael, who has worked on consti­ 
tutional revision for some eight years, 
has pointed out: 
“The great reservoir of know-how 
accumulated on the part of the unpaid 
citizen members of the Constitution 
Revision Commission would be dissi­ 
pated.” 
Beside deleting excess verbiage in 
the 80,000-word Constitution, the com­ 


mission has proposed ma jor changes in 
the operation of the Legislature and in 
setting of legislators’ salaries. 
The commission recommends an­ 
nual regular sessions instead of the 
present regular sessions every two 
years, with restricted budget sessions 
in between. 
It also recommends that the Legis­ 
lature be empowered to fix salaries of 
legislators instead of having them froz- 
en into the Constitution (at present, 
$6,000 per year). 
The present salary, which comes to 
$500 per month, is unrealistic and 
should be changed. Along with this 
must come an adjustment in the vari­ 
ous fringe benefits such as pensions 
and mileage pay. 
The Legislature may be unable to 
agree on all details of the proposed 
changes. But if agreement on almost 
all items is made a prerequisite for 
starting discussions, then a revision of 
the Constitution could be put off in­ 
definitely. 
Since many veteran legislators will 
be phased out by reapportionment next 
year, the benefit of their thinking on 
the proposed revisions would have 
been lost, had discussions been post­ 
poned. 
We applaud the Governor s decision 
to turn lawmakers loose on Constitu­ 
tional revision this year.

Accrual Account System Only 
Delays Tax Rise Requirement 


By HENRY C. Mac ARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) - A 
boost for approval of Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown's proposal for 
an accrual system of account­ 
ing, along with a warning that 
it is a mere temporary stop­ 
gap against the time when new 
tax burdens will be necessary 
for California, has been Issued 
by Alan Cranston, state con­ 
troller. 
The governor proposes to 
wipe out the necessity for new 
taxes this year by asking the 
legislature to change the ac- 
counting system, a step which 
will bring no new money into 
the treasury, but will result 
in a bookkeeping procedure 
w hich shows the revenue of the 
state as being the amount due 
the state r a t h e r than the 
amount already obtained in 
cash. 


"ACCRUAL ACCOUNTING,** 


said the state controller, "is 
a sound and modem business 
practice. 
"But there should be no 
misunderstanding of the fact 
that accrual accounting, coup­ 
led with the plan advanced by 
Senate fiscal leaders to elimi­ 
nate a reserve for cash liquid­ 
ity, will only delay for one 
year, and will not eliminate 
the need for major tax in­ 
creases and reforms. 
"It is imperative that in 
1967 adequate revenues be pro­ 
vided and that either a reserve 
for cash liquidity be restored 
or that receipt of revenues be 
advanced to reduce borrow­ 
ing.’’ 
Cranston explained that the 
revenue gap as compared to 
expenditiures will exceed $300 
million next fiscal year, and 
that the general fund will he 
compelled, u n d e r t h e new 
budget-balancing plan, to bor­ 
row temporarily a record $600

million plus during the fiscal 
year beginning next July 1. 


U N L E S S THE legislature 
acts to increase r e v e n u e s 
through more taxes on the 
public, the general fund will 
be unable to pay back in 1966- 
67 all money borrowed in that 
fiscal year, thus bringing the 
state "close to a fiscal strain- 
ing point," as Cranston puts 
it. 


Any prolonged pattern of 
borrowing to meet the current 
needs of one year, before the 
debts of the preceding year or 
years have been paid, would 
lead to fiscal disaster for Cali- 
forma,’* he said. 
The controller said m o r e 
stringent economies are neces­ 
sary a n d imperative, as to 
"predict anything other than a 
steady rise in state and local 
government expenditures i n 
the years ahead would be total­ 
ly unrealistic.’’ 


THE ADDITIONAL revenues 
which may be "counted" un­ 
der the accrual method serve 
a fortuitous purpose at this 
time, Cranston stated, but he 
also said: 
‘ I stress again that they do 
not provide a permanent solu­ 
tion. Both the cash problem 
and the revenue gap soon and 
resolutely must be met. Essen­ 
t i a 1 ly, an effective balance 
must be established between 
income and outgo. 
"The accrual of r e v e n u e s 
which will help close the de­ 
ficiency between current in­ 
come and outgo next fiscal 
year will not produce one cent 
of additional income. All it 
will do is permit additional 
portions of present revenues, 
tliose accrued in the coming 
budget year, to be counted in 
that year instead of the sub­ 
sequent budget year.’’ 
It figures then that while the 
accrual system may help make 
more votes for G o v e r n o r 
Brown, it is no solution to the 
tax problem.

San Anselman Wants 
Parking Rule Kept

1 have been following the 
comments on off-street park­ 
ing with much interest. 1 note 
many of the letters have been 
from those living in other com­ 
munities. This ordinance di­ 
rectly affects me, therefore, I 
would like to speak. 
Many of the streets in San 
Anselmo are far too narrow 
for on-street parking and the 
safe passage of moving ve­ 
hicles. Should existing ordi­ 
nances be taken off the books, 
there will be many more cars 
parked on the street around 
the clock. The 2 a m. to 6 a. in. 
ordinance, in effect, forces the 
car owner to park off the 
street when 
arriving 
home 
rather than repark the car 
before retiring. 
Secondly, we live in a fine 
residential community; one in 
which 1 believe most of us 
wish to be proud—and we can 
be! The streets are not clut­ 
tered with automobiles and the 
city has a very neat appear­ 
ance. Incidentally, as for the 
argument of overnight guests 
being forced to park their cars 
off the street. 1 cannot believe 
an officer of our fine police 
force would tag a vehicle for 
being parked on the street if 
a note were left on the wind- 
sliield explaining the circum­ 
stances, and there was truly 
no other place to park. 
Thirdly, those who do not 
favor the ordinance should pos­ 
sibly clean their garages so 
that they may be used for 
the purpose for which they 
were built—to park cars.

WASHINGTON (AP) - To­ 
day’s high-powered s o c i e t y 
threatens to run away from the 
creaking machinery of the fed­ 
eral judicial system. It faces 
a "legal explosion.” 
In an attempt to meet the 
problem, Congress approved 
this week a bill to create 43 
new 
federal 
judgeships 
in 
those states and appellate cir­ 
cuits where case backlogs have 
risen nearly out of sight. 
The change, if approved as 
expected by President John­ 
son, will depart from tradition 
in at least one way by over­ 
stepping the unwritten nine- 
judge limit on courts of ap­ 
peals. It will add four tempor­ 
ary seats to the South’s Fifth 
Circuit, where civil rights liti­ 
gation has soared in recent 
years. 


BUT IN THE EYES of some 
of the federal judiciary’s keen­ 
est observers—including come 
of its judges—further depar­ 
ture and greater reform are 
urgently needed. The federal 
courts, hi their view, must be 
made responsive to modem 
times if they are to cope with 
the mounting litigation to be 
expected in a nation whose 
population—now 194 million— 
has been projected to 437 mil­ 
lion by the year 2010. 
An increase in judges, alone, 
is widely regarded as a short­ 
sighted approach to a broad 
problem. Little headway has 
been made against case back­ 
logs since 73 new judgeships 
were created in 1961. Some of 
these judgeships have not been 
filled. 
Less than a year ago. Chief 
Justice Earl Warren cautioned. 


"We cannot afford to go on 
pyramiding judgeships periodi­ 
cally without making our judi­ 
cial system responsive to and 
part of the times in which we 
live.” 
The burden of the lower fed­ 
eral courts also has snow­ 
balled. 


WHETHER MANPOWER or 
faulty organization is at fault, 
the federal courts have been 
unable to keep up with the 
mounting volume of judicial 
business. And one frequent 
target for criticism has been 
the practice of elderly judges 
to remain on the job. For most 
of these, old age brings a ne­ 
cessary slowdown. 
Federal judges, under tha 
Constitution, serve during their 
good behavior—which usually 
means for life. 
Since the vast majority of 
federal judgeships are the cap­ 
stones to long and distinguish­ 
ed legal careers, few federal 
judges are young men. 
T h e 
Justice 
Department 
urged Congress, in considering 
the increase in judgeships, to 
undertake 
simultaneous 
re­ 
forms to insure that vigorous, 
fully competent judges are 
handling the mounting court 
workload. It suggested that 
judges automatically become 
"senior judges” at 70, open­ 
ing the way for appointment 
to younger men to the court, 
but allowing an older judge to 
continue to assist in its work. 
Congress ignored the sug­ 
gestion, although a Senate sub­ 
committee 
is 
studying 
the 
problem of removing incom­ 
petent judges.

Congressmen Told 
Tax Rise Is On Way

WASHINGTON - Another 
federal tax increase is definite­ 
ly on the way. 
This one will raise personal 
and corporation rates by re­ 
storing most of the 1964 cuts. 
The timing of these new tax 
boosts is still open. However, 
it is certain not to be before 
April 15, the deadline for fil­ 
ing individual income tax re­ 
turns. 
President Johnson disclosed 
these plans at an unannounced 
conference with Democratic 
congressional leaders. He told 
them he had "reluctantly de­ 
cided additional taxes would 
be necessary to m e e t t h e 
mounting costs of the V i e t 
Nam war, and to offset the 
intensifying inflation threat. 


THE PRESIDENT also made 
a plea for stand-by authority 
to raise or lower personal in­ 
come taxes. 
In discussing this with the 
congressional l e a d e r s , he 
stressed that if the Viet Nam 
conflict continues, "It may be 
necessary to go to Congress 
for other tax increases in the 
next two or three years.” He 
pointed out this m i g h t be 
avoided if he was given stand­ 
by power to raise or lower in­ 
dividual rates as conditions 
warrant. Congress has strong­ 
ly opposed such proposals in 
the past. 
Presidents Eisenhower a n d 
Kennedy favored such author­ 
ity, but got n o w h e r e . The 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, where all revenue leg­ 
islation must originate, flatly 
refused to consider it. 
Hep. Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., 
chairman, is convinced th e 
committee is still f i r m l y 
against giving the President 
such far-reaching power. But 
at the urging of Speaker John 
McCormack, 
D-Mass., 
Mills 
has agreed to one significant 
concession.

HE HAS CONSENTED to 
permit a subcommittee, head­ 
ed by Rep. Martha Griffiths, 
D-Mich., to hold hearings on 
this issue later this month. 
What happens after that is 
a toss-up. The subcommittee 
could make recommendations 
for or against to the full ways 
and means committee. In turn, 
it could approve, reject them, 
or do nothing. 
As outlined by the President 
to the congressional leaders, 
the contemplated tax increases 
call for: 
Individual Income rates to bo 
raised to 16 to 80 per cent 
Under the 1964 tax cut, these 
levies were reduced to 14 to 
70 per cent. 
Corporation tax rates to bo 
hiked to 52 per cent from the 
present 48. TtUa would be done 
by increasing the surtax from 
26 to 30 per cent—that is. back 
to the rate in effect before 
January, 1964. 


THESE TAX RAISES would 
extend over a two-year period. 
The exact proportion of this 
spread is still to be fixed. 
Treasury experts told the 
congressional 
leaders 
t h a t 
these tax hikes will produce 
an estimated $8.5 billion addi­ 
tional revenue—$6 billion from 
individual taxpayers, $2.5 bil­ 
lion from corporations. 
The 1964 tax b i l l slashed 
federal revenue by $11.1 bil­ 
lion-188 billion in personal 
taxes, $2.3 billion corporate. 
The President said he is still 
undecided a b o u t a Treasury 
Department proposal to elimi­ 
nate the 7‘j per cent tax credit 
allowed 
corporations 
buying 
new machines and equipment. 
The treasury wants to cut that 
in half this year, and abolish 
it entirely next year. 
Treasury Sec. Fowler told 
the congressional leaders he is 
opposed to an "excess profits” 
tax. He stated studies have 
disclosed this tax was difficult 
to administer in World War II 
and the Korean conflict. 
Fowler also reported that 
federal revenues last year to­ 
taled $114.4 billion—a $2.2 bil- 
lion increase over 1964. 
Most of the revenue came 
from individual and corpora­ 
tion taxes—$79.7 billion, ap­ 
proximately 69 per cent.

Late 
J. B. Rice, Civic Leader, 


Is Honored With Tree Planting 


Some Cities Favor Change 
In Marin Park Bond Plans 


The late J. B. Rice, beloved 
financeer and civic leader in 
Marin County, was honored 
last Monday by the Womens’ 
Garden Club of the Marin 
Country Cl ub Homeowners 
Assn. when a tree was planted 
in his honor. 
The day was a double ob­ 
servance. It was Arbor Day 
and also Rice's birthday. The 
tree was a spruce which he 
had raised in a redwood tub 
and was his favorite tree. 
That day 16 members of the 
club gathered at the eighth tee 
to help Art Lindauer plant the 
tree, a living memorial to Rice. 


THE CITY OF NOVATO has 
taken possession of the George 
Morrison house at 909 Sherman 
Avenue, adjacent to the police 
station. Morrison sold the house 
to the city two years ago and 
then leased it back for three 
years. The city council recent­

City Mgr. J. Julien Baget

WORD HAS driited south­ 
ward from Petaluma that a de­ 
veloper there has donated 10 
acres of land to that city for 
a park. The city will provide

ground facilities for it. 
When one compares this to 
the amount which is being ask­ 
ed of the city of Novato for an 
acre for a park site, one won­ 
ders what the difference is in 
the developers in the two cities. 
Some of the largest develop­ 
ers in Novato have asked the 
most money for land for a 
park. 


NOVATO HIGH SCHOOL has 
been chosen one of the first 10 
high schools in the nation to 
have a pilot course in the Air 
Force Reserve Officers’ Train­ 
ing Corps. 
Novato was probably chosen 
because of its proximity to 
Hamilton Air Force Base, one 
of the most important Air 
Force bases in the nation. 
However, that does not tell 
all of the story. Unlike the 
Army ROTC programs in the 
past, this course for high school 
boys will go in more for 
academic work. 
This will give scientific mind­ 
ed youths a chance to study 
the very latest in the fields of 
space navigation and all the 
aero-space sciences. Probably 
much of the material to be 
given to these boys is so new 
that it is not contained in 
text books. 
We predict that Novato High 
School and the Air Force will 
not have any trouble in filling 
the 100 openings for this course 
next fall.

Marin County’s $4.3 million 
bond proposal for parks in both 
incorporated and unincorporated 
territory appeared to be in a 
state of limbo today. 
Objections raised before and 
since county supervisors pro­ 
posed the June 7 bond election 
prompted County Administrator 
Alan Bruce late last week to 
call a staff meeting on an alter­ 
native proposal. 
As originally proposed by Su­ 


pervisor Peter H. Behr and 
approved by fellow supervisors, 
$2.3 million of the bond pro­ 
ceeds would go to cities and to 
those districts in the recreation 
business. This would be distrib­ 
uted on a population basis. 
The alternate Bruce is pro­ 
posing would put the distribu­ 
tion on the basis of specific 
projects. The bond money would 
be given toward parks if the de­ 
velopment met certain stand­ 
ards on county-wide potential 
and use. 


“This puts a new light on it,” 
said acting City Mgr. Robert C. 
Bundy of Larkspur. 
His city 
council had opposed the original 
county plan, saying that it would 
interfere with a city bond issue 
needed to finance an $800,000 
park development. 


Under the population formula. 
Larkspur would have received 
$129,747 if the bonds passed. 
Endorsement of the proposed 
change was not general, how­ 


ever. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini of San 
Rafael said he has thought all 
along that distribution should be 
on the basis of assessed valua­ 
tion. “That is the way the bonds 
will be paid for,” he noted. 
In cases such as the Marin- 
wood Community Services Dis­ 
trict and the City of Belvedere, 
neither of which want the bond 
funds, Bettini suggested that a 
special 
fund 
be established. 
Money could go into this fund 
for distribution to the cities and 
districts that could use it. 
Under the population formula. 
San Rafael would get $511,738 
if the bonds are approved. 
Novato City Mgr. J. Julien 
Baget said both the Novato city 
council and parks and recrea­ 
tion commission endorsed the 
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original proposal. Any change 
would have to be taken under 
study, he said. 
Under the population formula, 
Novato would get $415,757 if the 
bonds passed June 7. 


Gibbs H. Lawson, chairman of 
the Marin County Parks and 
Recreation 
Commission, 
said 
one of the difficulties in putting 
the original bond proposal tc 
gether was that cities and dis­ 
tricts were so long in reporting 
their needs. The full list of city 
and district projects was not 
presented to the commission 
until last Wednesday, after su­ 
pervisors had adopted the bond 
proposal. 
Lawson said he was not aware 


of any move to change the bond 
proposal until he read about 
it in Saturday's Independent- 
Journal. 


“I feel a closer evaluation is 
indicated,” Lawson said. 


He said that Bruce’s proposal 
would give the advantage to 
those cities that were advanced 
in their planning for parks. He 
thought this would at least be a 
good incentive. 


Lawson believed the original 
bond proposal would pass, but 
that some taxpayers might be 
unhappy about it. 
A change 
would make for more happiness, 
he said.

In the heyday of radio, a 
Mr. Anthony achieved consid­ 
erable fame through his ex­ 
pertise in solving the most 
delicate personal problems. 
You came to the studio and 
recited your difficulties to him 
land the listening audience» 
and. though some of the situa­ 
tions would have made today's 
Peyton Place seem humdrum 
—p r e s to —he instantaneously 
and authoritatively told you 
how to resolve them. There 
was none of this time-wasting 
nonsense of lying down on a 
couch for an hour a day—and 
it was free. 
I don’t know where Mr. 
Anthony is now but, boy. could 
I use him. And it is in the 
dim hope that he may read this 
and be moved to come to the 
rescue of an anguished spirit 
that 1 bare my soul publicly. 


MY WIFE, who is normal in 
other respects, is, to make no 
bones about it, a manic- 
depressive on the way I keep 
my files and my books. Even 
after 36 years, she can’t get 
it through her cute but under­ 
privileged head why I keep 
Hamlet sandwiched between 
the volumes of Herbert Hoo­ 
ver’s autobiography, though I 
have explained that both be­ 
gin with H. 
And she has been known to 
burst out screaming at the 
way I file my papers, simply 
because there are more papers 
on the floor than in the files 
Where would you keep the 
overflow? 
Happily, she is mostly in the 
depressive stage. She will open 
the door to my den. shake her 
head sadly until she discovers 
me in the midst of the friend­ 
ly clutter, weep silently and 
retire to her room, staring 
blankly out of the window in 
utter melancholia. 
But right now she is in a 
manic phase, euphemistically 
known as “spring cleaning,” 
and I have been warned to 
humor her through this period. 
She is frenziedly determined 
that our books be arranged in 
order and is busy cataloguing 
them and putting gummed la­ 
bels marked “ Poetry” and 
“European Politics” on our 
bookshelves. And in the pro­ 
cess, she has discarded doz­ 
ens of priceless volumes, such 
as National Geographic for 
1930, which I had put aside to 
read when I finally retired. 


THERE ARE OTHER sad 
consequences of this mania, 
not the least of which is that 
my style has been noticeably 
affected. I like to sprinkle 
these essays with classical al­ 
lusions. Now, if I recall an apt 
Fielding phrase, I can not 


verily it because Fielding is no 
longer next to “The Ty Cobb 
Story.” where it obviously be­ 
longs. but in some strange 
nook where no reasonable man 
can find it. 
But my biggest problem at 
the moment concerns itself 
with a more recent book: M. 
Stanton Evans' “The Liberal 
Establishment,” 
an 
exceed­ 
ingly 
well documented ac­ 
count of that cohesive if in­ 
visible apparatus that is run­ 
ning America today. Running 
it into the ground or into a 
never-never land of no work 
and all pay, depending on how 
you look at it. 
Now the apparatus may be 
invisible but its handiwork is 
clear enough to most conser­ 
vatives, who see the results in 
almost every important seg­ 
ment of American society. We 
need no dowser rod to find 
where the liberal waters will 
flow and can predict for you. 
with 
astonishing 
accuracy, 
just how the “mainstream” 
will react on any given issue. 
We have learned that if How­ 
ard K. Smith dives into a prob­ 
lem. in no time he is follow­ 
ed by much of our communi­ 
cation media, the AFL-C’IO. 
the League of Women Voters, 
the 
National 
C o u n c i l 
of 
Churches, the American Civil 
Liberties Union and, of late, 
even the P-TA. 


YET, WHENEVER I refer , 
in these dispatches to the E s-1 
tablishment. a deluge of angry 
mail will intorm me there is 
no such monolith: that 1 have 
fallen for the mirage of the : 
conspiratorial theory of his-1 
tory; and that the next thing I 
you know I will be seeing fly- j 
ing saucers and asserting 1 
was visited by little green men 
who asked me to direct them ] 
to Linus Pauling. 
It’s very confusing, I must j 
say. And 1 feel somewhat like 
the farmer in the old vaude­ 
ville tale who thought he heard 
strange noises in his chicken 
coop. Suspecting thieves, he 
grabbed his shotgun and went 
out to the henhouse, calling 
‘Who’s 
there?” 
The 
reply 
came, “Nobody here but us 
chickens,” and, satisfied, the 
farmer went back to bed. 
But I’m still suspicious and 
the Evans book is mighty con­ 
vincing. I have a cherished 
autographed c o p y , and 
I 
thought enough of it to give 
half a dozen for Christmas. 
I want to be fair, and for 
three days now my wife has 
been asking me whether to 
file the Evans volume under 
“Fiction” or “ Fact.” What do 
I do, Mr. Anthony? After 36 
years, I hate to see a happy 
marriage break up.

The difficulties 
run back at least 10 years, Wil­ 
liamson said. 
Trigger for calling the inves­ 
tigation at this time was the 
row over “academic freedom” 
arising from decision to drop a 
book from the required reading 
list of a Terra Linda High School 
senior class. However, William­ 
son stressed, the difficulties go 
back much farther and are not 
limited to questions of aca­ 
demic freedom. 
The three-day investigation is 
being set up by Williamson and 
Ben Mansell, his assistant, from 
CTA headquarters in 
B u r ­ 
lingame. 
Sessions will begin at 9 a.m. 
each day at the Edgewater Inn 
in Corte Madera. Mansell said 
the location was selected to 
make it possible to feed and 
house the panel members at the 
same location the hearings are 
held. A suitable location meet­ 
ing these requirements could 
not be found in San Rafael, he 
said. 
The San Rafael T e a c h e r s 
Assn., local unit of the CTA, re­ 
quested the investigation.

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Golfers: You'll Find A Thrill; On Spyglass Hill 


By JAMES C. ANDERSON 
PEBBLE BEACH (UPI)-Golf 
architect Robert Trent Jones 
has designed more than 350 
courses scattered around the 
world but he rates Spyglass Hill 
as one of his very best. 
So do golfers who previewed 
the new layout in Del Monte 
forest on the Monterey Peninsu­ 
la last week—even though the 
best score posted was a five- 
over-par 77. 


In many respects, spyglass 
equals the scenic beauty of 
nearby Cyrpess Point golf club 
and is as tough, if not tougher, 
than famed Pebble Beach golf 
links only a mile away. 


Four of the holes and the 
green area of the back-breaking 
597-yard double dog leg first 
hole are carved out of the brush 
and sand on the shore of the 
Pacific Ocean. The remaining 


holes wind through a thick 
stand of pine trees with five 
lakes to catch the golfer who 
can’t hit it straight. 
Spyglass measures 7,035 yards 
from the back tees—311 yards 
longer than Pebble Beach—and 
even Jones himself, a pretty 
fair golfer with a 10 handicap, 
came a cropper when he played 
it for the first time—starting 
out with a triple bogey eight on 
the first hole. 


“But it is a flexible course,” 
he said. “With the tees running 
100 yards in length, the course 
can be cut down to about 6,400 
yards for regular play and to 
5,606 yards for women.” 
Jones believes, incidentally, 
that the present vogue of hav­ 
ing one championship teeing 
area, one tee for regular men’s 
play and one for women is all 
wrong. 


“A course should be designed 
so that the long hitter, the me­ 
dium hitter and the high handi- 
capper all wind up with their 
tee shots in about the same lo­ 
cation,” Jones argued. 


To that end, in courses he is 
designing in Lisbon, Portugal, 
and Brasilia, Brazil, Jones will 
feature teeing areas 100 yards 
long with tee markers placed 
every 10 yards. 


“That way,” he said, “one 
golfer can tee off from the first 
or second marker, a medium 
handicapper can play 10 or 20 
yards farther back and the real 
long hitter can go to one of the 
back areas.”

Will McCovey Yield First Base 
To Cepeda, Return To Outfield? 


PHOENIX — Orlando Cepeda jogs 
after fungoes in left field like an out­ 
fielder who may never catch up with 
them. And sometimes he doesn’t be­ 
cause the Bull never was a fast man 
afoot even before the cartilage opera­ 
tion on his right knee 15 months ago. 
The knee now is sound. The doc­ 
tors say so and Cepeda will tell you 
it is as good as new. Still Cepeda oc­ 
casionally favors the knee or maybe 
it just seems that way. It’s dif- --------------- 
ficult to differentiate between 
the natural jogging gait he had 
before the operation and the 
limp he had following a post­ 
operative injury to the knee last 
spring. 
ASIDE FROM Cepeda's inabil­ 
ity to get a fast jump on fly 
balls or his lack of speed in 
chasing after them, it is appar­ 
ent that his heart is not in left 
field. His heart always will be 
locked to first base. He looks 
longingly at his old infield patrol 
post now manned by Willie Me- 
Covey. 
This is understandable be­ 
cause Cepeda won Rookie of the 
Year honors at first base in 1958 
when the Giants played their 
first ball beside the Golden Gate 
in old Seals Stadium. There were 
many other happy moments for 
the Big 0 at first but 1959 was 
not one of them. 
CEPEDA WAS crushed when 
he arbitrarily was moved 
off 
first in midseason 1959 to make 
room for McCovey’s bat which 
made a loud rookie bang in the 
National League t h a t year. 
Cepeda’s sunshine smile disap­ 
peared during a nightmarish ex­ 
perience at third base which lie 
now says was the worst day of 
his life. 
Moved to left field, 
Cepeda looked no better then 
than he does now as an out­ 
fielder. 
CEPEDA FRANKLY admits 
that McCovey is a better left 
fielder than he is. 
Of course, 
this can be construed as a self-

serving admission by Cepeda 
because of his desire to return 
to his first love. But it also hap­ 
pens to be the truth. McCovey 
not only is a better left fielder 
than Cepeda but a pretty good 
one. 
McCovey wasn't a better first 
baseman than Cepeda when he 
got Cepeda’s job in 1959. In fact, 
McCovey had to be moved off 
first because of a faulty glove. 
But last season while Cepeda 
was sidelined. McCovey became 
a fine firvt baseman just as he 
became an adequate left fielder 
after Cepeda returned to first in 
1960. 
McCOVEY NOW firmly be­ 
lieves he not only is a better 
fielding 
first 
baseman 
than 
Cepeda but definitely a better 
left fielder. McCovey says he 
will 
play 
wherever 
Herman 
Franks tells him to play. 
Yet Franks isn’t about to or­ 
der a premature ending of the 
1966 
Cepeda-McCovey 
drama 
that had its first run in 1959. 
Franks is well aware of how an 
arbitrary decision in 1959 back­ 
fired. Franks wants Cepeda in 
his lineup. What manager would­ 
n't want a proven .300 hitter in 
his lineup? 
LIFE IS full ol much more im­ 
portant dramas than the cross­ 
ed fates of Cepeda and Mc­ 
Covey. But not to Cepeda. Per­ 
haps this one will end happily 
with McCovey volunteering to 
play left field in 1966, something 
Cepeda didn't do in 1959.

$8.5 million expansion program 
to enlarge accommodations and 
services of the already mas­ 
sive ski operation at Squaw 
Valley will start this spring, it 
was announced today. 


Alex Cushing, president of the 
Squaw Valley Development Co., 
said the expansion aims to meet 
the challenge of new ski com­ 
petition in the West — such as 
the Jackson Hole, Wyo., area 
and Walt Disney’s planned Min­ 
eral King area in the Central 
Sierra, 


Squaw, whose fame dates 
from its hosting of the 1960 
Winter Olympics, has the great­ 
est number and variety of lift 
facilities in the we*<t and is the 
center of a veritable super­ 
market of skiing. 
Six other 
major ski operations are no 
more than a couple of hours 
away — all three to five hours 
from San Francisco. 
Cushing says the expansion 
will include doubling of the size 
of Squaw Valley Lodge on the 
valley floor, with the same for 
Gold Coast restaurant about 
halfway up the mountain; a 45- 
passenger aerial tramway, shop­ 
ping complex, new hotel units, 
three-story garage, a high-rise 
apartment hotel, a new swim­ 
ming pool and tennis courts. 
The tramway will be based 
adjacent the new hotel on the 
valley floor and will operate 
with a capacity of 700 skiers or 
tourists an hour, Cushing said. 
The top of tiie 7,500-foot-long 
tram will be planted east of 
Shirley Lake. Also In the works 
are a new restaurant and night 
club, to replace t he present 
High Camp facilities at Gold 
Coast. 
Down below Cushing w ill build 
a bowling alley and shopping 
arcades “a la St. Moritz.” 
Cushing figures it will take 
about three years to complete 
the improvements. In addition, 
outside the expansion plans — 
and skiers who frequent Squaw 
will goggle at this — Cushing 
plans another 10 double chair­ 
lifts. Some will be in operation 
within three years, lie said.

IN FEBRUARY of this year I 
received a letter from Mr. Nor­ 
man H. Traverseo, executive 
vice president of the Redwood 
Conservation Council, Santa Ro­ 
sa, enclosing a very interesting 
booklet entitled “The Coast Red­ 
wood And Its Ecology.'* A sec­ 
ond booklet. “Questions a n d 
Answers about the Redwoods'’ 
is also enlightening, from the 
California Redwood Assn., 617 
Montgomery Street, S.F. And, 
in addition. Mr. Traverso wrote: 
“I am enclosing a pamphlet an­ 
nouncing new hunting and fish­ 
ing areas throughout the north­ 
ern counties of our state." This 
atter pamphlet is the basic rea­ 
son for today’s article. It gives 
specifics about 22 areas opera­ 
ted as part of the Redwood Park 
and Recreation plan. 


I CAN THINK of no finer way 
of spending part or all of an an­ 
nual vacation among the magni­ 
ficent redwoods. If there is any 
romance or poetry in your soul, 
you must be awed at the ma­ 
jesty of a forest of coniferous 
plants that seem to be reach­ 
ing upward to embrace the sun. 
Some of these regal redwoods 
are 2.000 years old and still 
growing. 


WHO KNOWS, you might even 
discover a tree that has been 
overlooked or has been hidden 
among other trees and soars to 
an unbelievable 370 or more 
feet from the ground. Impos­ 
sible? Not at all; it was only 
two years ago that Dr. Paul A. 
Zahl discovered the “ world’s 
tallest tree” 367.S feet. 
It is an experience long re­ 
membered by an alert visitor as 
he takes his first trek through 
the redwoods, the only sound 
being the crunching of age old 
pine needles and rotted trunks 
and branches of former trees 
strewn along a path bordered 
by waist-high ferns. Then to 
come suddenly to the bank of a 
placid stream that twists and 
turns around points of sandy 
beaches that make ideal spots 
to fish or picnic. 


I MENTIONED that the fold­ 


er enclosed with the letter from 
Mr. Traverso contained the spe­ 
cifics of all recreation areas 
listed. An example of one area: 
The Smith River Area—Simp­ 
son Lumber Co. Simpson Reed 
Grove 7 miles northeast of Cres- 
ent City, on U.S. Hiway 199. 
Fishing (Ct. S, St, T.) which de­ 
notes that (Ct) Cut throat trout, 
salmon (S), Steelhead (St) can 
be fished for. besides furnish­ 
ing good swimming and picnick­ 
ing. 
Some areas furnish good hunt­ 
ing in season also, and is so 
noted in the specifics.
